The 0perati(M8 Coordinating Board ims orlglnaUy established by 
Executive Order of the President on SSftesiber 2, I 953 , to isiprove 
Interagency coordination In carryiaii out nati(»3al security policies, 
as a separate iateragecoy group reporting to tbs Batl<»ial Security 
Council, Utoder today.’ s Exeeutive Order, the President, lAile ccai- 
tiauiag tlM present functicxts of the Board, has fonsally placed the 
Board within the structure of the NaUonSl Securlly Councili this is done 
with the objective of providing a closer relation between the fonnulation 
and conying cut of seciurity pcdlolss. 

The offices of the 0 eratirans Coordinating Board have been laoved 
to space ^jeeent to the offices of the Hatlcmal Security Council in the 
Executive Office Building. Staff of the Board will be transferred with 
the Board to the Natl^aal Security Coisacil, 

Ihe Executive order also designates for the first time the 
Director of the International tooperatioa Administration as a member 
of the Operations Coordinating Board. Cvarrently the Mrector participates 
actively la the work of th» Board vltluxtt hhe status of a member of the 

Board. 


■me Prewideat has previously aaaounced that he will desl®iate 
Christian A. Herter as Chairman of ta»e Board, and Robert Chtler as 
Vice Chairman of the Board vhen the new order becomes effective* 

They are both currfmtly sorvlag in these ^Itiraas.

By vlrtiie of the authority raiated in hy the (kwistitutiou and 
Btatutea, and aa Preiddant of the United States, it ia hereby ordered 
as follows: 

Section 1. (a) In order to assist in the effective coordination 

aaong certain agencies of certain functions relating to the national 
security and to provide for the iategratfd iH?pleaeatati<xi of national 
security policies by the said agencies, is hersby establislMd 

within tl» structure of the Bational Secoixd.'^ Couneil the Operatiois 
Coordinating Board, herelnaftar rsferred to as the Boaord, tdiich s hall 
report to the Hational Security Oouncll. 

(b) Bie Board shall have as watbers the following: (l) the 

Under Secretary of State, who shall represent the Secretary of State, 
(2) the Deputy S^retary of Defense, \dw> shall represent the 
Secretary of Defense, (3) the Director of Central Intelligence, (4) the 
Director of the United States Infomation Agency, (5) the Director of 
the Intematitsaal Cooperation Adminlstmtlon, 8uid (6) oae or more 
repre s eatat i ves of the President to be designated by the President. 

The Board shall have a cdiairmaa and a vlee ohalraan, each of whom 
shall be designated by the President from among Its members. Each 
head of agency referred to In iteiaa 1 to 5, lacl\isive, in this 
subsection provide for aa alternate meoiber ■vdio sh all serve as 

a member of the Board In lieu of the regular member representing 
the agency concerned whenever susii regular aaaber Is, for rwwcaas 
b^rond his control, unable to attend ai^ meeting of the B(Mxd. 

(c) !i5ie head of Mjy agency (other than any agency repreaeated 
under section 1(b) hereof) to which the Presid®at from time to time 
assigns re^p<aisibilitles for the iapleaaatatim of national security 
policies shall assign a iepres«itatlve to serve on the Board ^en 
the Board is dealing with subjects bearing directly i;^pw the 
respcKisibillties of such head. Each sutdx representative nbai i be 
an Ubder Secretary or corresponding official. Each such head may 
provide for aa alternate rcpres«aitetlve of his agency Who sh«n . attend 
aiQr meeting of the Board, requiring r^resentatlon of sued: agmey, 

in lieu of the repr es m t atlve vhwi the latter is, for reasons beyozsi 
his control, tumble to attend.

or to abrogate or restrict ixa any aiann«p ar^ functiai vested by law 
in, or assigned pursuant to law to, any agency or head of agency 
(including the Office of Defense Mobilization and the Director of the 
Office of Defense Mobilization). 

^ Section 6. This order siiperseies Executive Order Ho. I04O3 
of September 2, 1953/ and provisioris amendatory thejpeof contained 
in other Executive orders (including, to the exteiit that it relates to 
the Operations Coordinating BO' rd provide for in Executive Order 
No. 10l-ii3, the proviso of section 303(b) of Executive Order No. lOClO 
of kay 9/ 1955)* Subject to the provisions of this order (including the 
liiaitat ions ingjosed by section 3 hereof )# the Board amiy be deeaed to 
ce a contimiatl^ of the Operations Cooidlnating Board provided for 
in Executive Order No. 10433, as wmadQd.. 

Section 7. The foregoing provisions of this order phaii become 
eifective on July 1, 1957/ except that if funds appropriated for the 
National Security Council shall trat have beccaae available on that date 
for the suj^ort of the Board in consonance with this order, the said 
provisions shall become effective on such later date as funds so 
appropriated beccaae so aimilable.
